The Board of Trustees has voted to hold the 1945 Annual Meeting at the Palmer 
House, Chicago, September 17-19. As in the past three years, the 1945 meeting will 
be limited to the transaction of business affairs. 

At the recent Annual Meeting, the House of Delegates approved the expenditure 
of $25,000 for a motion picture to tell the story of A.D.A. activities. The picture, 
which is a project of the Membership Committee, will soon be in production . 
The House of Delegates also approved a program for the certification of dental lab- 
oratories, a plan developed by the Prosthetic Service Committee. After inspection 
and approval by a state committee, a dental laboratory may be certified by the 
American Dental Association. The plan will be developed on a voluntary basis. 

Julio Endelman has been named dean of the University of Southern California 
College of Dentistry to succeed Lewis E. Ford, who resigned November 11 after forty 
years of service. 

The Bureau of Public Relations announces that Dental Pictorial, a new publication 
designed to bring dental health information to the public, will be issued on a quar- 
terly basis beginning March 1, 1945. A subscription campaign is being developed for 
the new magazine, which will appear under the auspices of the American Dental 
Association. 

The annual campaign of the Relief Fund of the A.D.A. is under way with the 
mailing of the traditional Christmas seals. Members are asked to respond promptly 
and generously . . . Dentists are also urged by the U. S. Treasury Department to 
participate wholeheartedly in the Sixth War Loan Drive. 

A federal court in Chicago has fined a mail order denture firm $3,000 for violation 
of the Traynor Act.

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House oF DELEGATES APPROVES PLAN FOR 
ACCREDITATION OF DENTAL LABORATORIES 


The House of Delegates of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, acting upon the 
recommendation of the Prosthetic Den- 
tal Service Committee, approved a plan 
for the accreditation of dental labora- 
tories at the recent Annual Meeting in 
Chicago. The purpose of the plan is to 
“maintain a mutually helpful relation 
between the dental profession and the 
dental laboratories.” Adoption of the 
plan will be voluntary for all of the 
constituent societies. 

The members of the Prosthetic Service 
Committee, which developed the accred- 
itation plan, are: Norman H. Denner, 
Wilbert Jackson, Walter H. Wright, 
John H. Carter, Herbert W. Mason and 
C. A. Nelson, chairman. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. — ‘The House of 


Delegates also gave approval to the com- 
mittee’s recommendations for improving 
the relation between the profession and 
the dental laboratories. The approved 
recommendations provided (1) “that a 
dental prosthetic service committee be 
appointed in each constituent state den- 
tal society to which will be assigned the 
supervising of accreditation in the re- 
spective state”; (2) that the profession’s 
attention be called to the legal provisions 
governing the relation between dentistry 
and laboratory; (3) “that dental labora- 
tory, owners and technicians be advised 
of illegal practices by the proper -au- 
thorities”; (4) “that state dental so- 
cieties and dentists encourage laboratory 
associations and dental technicians to 
adopt a code of ethics for the conduct 
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of their association and craft in relation 
with each other and their service to the 
profession.” 


REFERENCE COMMITTEE.—The Reference 
Committee to which the report of the 
committee was referred consisted of O. 
C. Applegate, Bruce H. Kurtz and L. W. 
Thom, chairman. This committee ap- 
proved the plan for accreditation be- 
cause (1) “it does not require special 
enabling legislation in the various states ; 
(2) accreditation has been satisfactorily 
used by other agencies of the American 
Dental Association”; (3) the plan will 
be voluntary for both the constituent 
societies and the dental laboratories ; (4) 
“the plan establishes a rotating standing 
committee of the American Dental As- 
sociation, with a full-time dentist secre- 
tary as liaison man between the profes- 
sion and the laboratories, the need for 
which has been acute for years.” 
PLAN.—The text of the accreditation 
plan follows : 


1. Purpose; The purpose of this plan is to 
maintain a mutually helpful relation between 
the dental profession and the dental labora- 
tories. 


2. Administration: The plan involves a 
voluntary accreditation of dental laboratories 
in each state by the American Dental Asso- 
ciation and with the assistance of each state 
dental society. 


3. Organization: A. This plan shall be 
inaugurated and supervised by a rotating 
standing committee of the A.D.A. which shall 
be elected by the Board of Trustees and be 
known as the Dental Prosthetic Service Com- 
mittee. The committee shall consist of five 
members, one of whom shall be designated 
as chairman of the committee by the Board 
of Trustees. The first year, the Board of 
Trustees shall elect one member to serve for 
five years, one for four years, one for three, 
one for two years and one for one year. 
Thereafter, one member shall be elected to 
serve for five years. The committee may 
recommend principles relative to dental pros- 
thetic programs, ~which shall be referred to 
the Board of Trustees for action, and serve 
as the liaison between the profession and the 
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dental laboratories and technicians. To this 
committee shall be referred all matters per- 
taining to the Dental Prosthetic Service Pro- 
gram. The committee shall represent and 
serve the profession in matters concerning 
dental laboratories and technicians. 

B. A full-time dentist-secretary, approved 
by the Dental Prosthetic Service Committee, 
to carry on its programs, under the super- 
vision of that committee, shall be appointed 
by the Board of Trustees. 

C. Each state dental society shall assist in 
the operation of the plan within its own state. 
It shall provide a standing dental prosthetic 
service committee under whose jurisdiction 
the dental laboratories of that state may be 
inspected and accredited. 


4. Applications: Any dental laboratory 
may voluntarily apply to the Dental Pros- 
thetic Service Committee of that state for 
inspection. 


5. Requirements: Dental laboratories to 
be accredited shall (1) meet the require- 
ments formulated by the Dental Prosthetic 
Service Committee of the A.D.A., (2) con- 
form to the prevailing standards of sanitation, 
health, labor and safety of that state and 
(3) adopt a code-of-ethics acceptable to the 
Dental Prosthetic Service Committee of the 
American Dental Association. 


6. Inspection and accreditation: After a 
dental laboratory has been inspected and 
approved by the state Dental Prosthetic Serv- 
ice Committee, it may be accredited by the 
American Dental Association. 


7. Certificate of accreditation: Having 
been accredited, a dental laboratory shall 
receive an appropriate certificate, issued by 
the American Dental Association through the 
state dental society. This certificate shall be 
renewed annually upon continued evidence 
of acceptability. Accreditation may be dis- 
continued and the certificate may be recovered 
for cause upon the recommendation of the 
State Dental Prosthetic Service Committee. 


Upon adoption of this proposed plan by 
the House of Delegates, this committee will 
elaborate the details of the accreditation pro- 
gram for presentation to the Board of Trus- 
tees of the A.D.A. at its midwinter session 
in February 1945 in Chicago. The adoption 
of the Plan for Accreditation shall be volun- 
tary on the part of each constituent society.

Dental Pictorial, New Magazine of Dental Health Education, 
To Be Issued by Bureau of Public Relations March 1, 1945 


Dental Pictorial, a magazine designed 
to bring dental health information to 
children, parents, teachers and health 
workers, will begin publication March 1, 
1945, according to an announcement by 
Lon W. Morrey, director of the Bureau 
of Public Relations of the American 
Dental Association. Immediate publica- 
tion was made possible through the ap- 
proval of the House of Delegates of a 
recommendation of the Bureau of Public 
Relations and the Council on Dental 
Health. The recommendation provides 
a subsidy from the American Dental As- 
sociation for the magazine in its initial 
stages. 


QUARTERLY.—As originally projected, 
the new magazine was to have been 
issued every two months. This would 
have required an initial circulation of 
100,000 in order to make the publica- 
tion self-sustaining. Under the new 
program, Dental Pictorial will be issued 
quarterly and will be self-sustaining with 
a total of 25,000 subscriptions. The 
magazine will appear in January, 
March, May and October, in order to 
take full advantage of the school year. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS.—Subscriptions to Den- 
tal Pictorial may be secured under four 
plans, which are being developed by the 
Bureau of Public Relations : 

A. Individual dentists may order as 
many subscriptions as they wish for their 
own offices or for circulation among 
patients, educators and health workers 
of their communities. 

B. Educators, health workers and 
other interested persons or schools and 


health departments may order subscrip- 
tions singly or in bulk. 

C. Dentists may pool their subscrip- 
tions and have them mailed in the name 
of the component dental society to key 
educators and health workers of the 
community. This is known as the “Fox 
River Valley Plan” because it was orig- 
inated and developed successfully by the 
Fox River Valley Dental Society in Ili- 
nois. 

D. Component dental societies may 
order quantity subscriptions and have 
them mailed in the name of the society 
to key educators and health workers of 
the community. This plan is recom- 
mended as preferable and practical since 
it enables each dental society to release 
annually, under its own name, a con- 
stant stream of dental health educa- 
tional material to community leaders. In 
this way, a continuing, long range pro- 
gram of dental health education can be 
initiated and maintained in each com- 
munity. 

The subscription price for Dental 
Pictorial remains at $1 for two years.

Start CHRISTMAS SEAL 
Drive ror Reuier Funp 


The annual campaign for the Relief 
Fund of the American Dental Associa- 
tion is under way with the mailing to 
all members of the traditional Christmas 
seals. This year the Relief Commission, 
with the approval of the Board of Trus- 
tees and House of Delegates, is seek- 
ing twice the usual contribution from 
members and societies in order to an- 
ticipate the possible need of broadening 
the base of service in the years that lie 
immediately ahead. 

Last year, with only about one-fourth 
of the members contributing, the Christ- 
mas seal campaign produced $36,716.22, 
which was $4,219.30 in excess of the 
previous year’s receipts. The amount 
distributed to states for relief was $17,- 
851.01, as compared with $15,637.89 for 
the previous year. In the 1943-1944 
campaign, the following states exceeded 
a per capita contribution of $1: Ala- 
bama, Arizona, Southern California, 
Connecticut, District of Columbia, Flor- 


ida, Kentucky, Missouri, Tennessee and 
Utah.

The American Dental Asso- 
ciation will cooperate with the American 
Medical Association and the Federal Se- 
curity Agency committee as part of the 
recently organized Joint Committee on 
Physical Fitness, which is marshaling the 
country’s health facilities behind this 
movement.”

ENDELMAN SUCCEEDS ForpD AS

ceeding Lewis E. Ford, who announced 
his retirement November 11.

Dr. Ford has been connected with the 
California institution since 1898 and was 
the oldest faculty member in years of 
service with the university.

In 1927, he was awarded the honorary 
degree of doctor of science by the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. He has 
served as president of the Los Angeles 
County Dental Society, the Southern 
California State Dental Association and 
the American Association of Dental 
Schools. 
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Dr. Endelman, the new dean, holds 
degrees from Loyola University (Los 
Angeles), the University of Pennsylvania 
and the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. He has been associate dean at 
the College of Dentistry since 1942.

ConFERENCE HELD ror ARMY 
Arr Force DENTAL SURGEONS 


A conference of dental surgeons rep- 
resenting the twelve major Army Air 
Force commands met at the headquar- 
ters of the 2nd Army Air Force, Colo- 
rado Springs, October g-11.

AGAIN AVAILABLE 
FoR DENTAL Uses 


The United States is now independ- 
ent of Japan for a continuing supply of 
agar, the War Production Board an- 
nounced August 14, and the material is 
now being secured in sufficient quantities 
from West Coast and Mexican seaweed 
to relax all restrictions on its use. Agar, 
therefore, after a long period of restricted 
use, is again available for all dental pur- 


poses. 


SuPPLEMENTAL Foops May Now 
Be PRESCRIBED BY DENTISTS 


The prescription of additional 
amounts of rationed foods for patients 
requiring special diets is now permitted 
to dentists by reason of a recent ruling 
of the Office of Price Administration. 
Such prescription had previously been 
limited to those authorized to practice 


internal medicine. After representations - 


had been made on the matter by C. 
Raymond Wells, President of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, OPA said: 
“Local (ration) boards now have the 
benefit of proper guidance in action upon 
applications for supplemental allowances, 
based upon the recommendations of the 
National Research Council. Therefore, 
we no longer restrict the persons who 
may make the certification to those prac- 
titioners who are recognized as authori- 
ties in internal medicine. 

“Therefore, the changes in the orders 
recognize the reasonableness of permit- 
ting a practitioner to certify an applica- 
tion for a person for whom he could, 
by his state law, diagnose and prescribe. 
He should, of course, be qualified to de- 
termine the therapeutic need for and 
the effect of the food used. The regula- 
tion provides that he must also be eligible 
to register under the Federal Narcotics 
Law... .” 
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Rep Cross Brincs DENTAL 
SERVICE TO WAR PRISONERS 


Through the cooperation of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, special dental, optical 
and orthopedic services are being pro- 
vided for American prisoners of war. 
In a recent report, the American Red 
Cross stated that each European camp 
for prisoners of war usually has its own 
dentists: German or American or other 
allied dentists who are prisoners. To 
meet shortages, dental supplies valued at 
more than $12,000 have been shipped to 
the International Committee of the Red 
Cross. Special dental treatment, when 
needed, is paid for out of a revolving 
fund. 


Urce Winer Use or 
Army Mepicat Lisrary 


The following announcement urging 
wider use of the facilities of the Army 
Medical Library has been issued by 
Friends of the Army Medical Library: 


Scientific literature is so voluminous that 
it precludes the possibility of access or time 
to consult all journals in a particular field. 
Yet the content of some articles is of im- 
mediate importance. A service is provided 
at the Army Medical Library to meet this 
need. The Current List of Medical Literature 
publishes a weekly list of journals, arranged 
in broad subjects of which dentistry is one. 
Under the title and the date of each journal, 
the author and title of the article are given. 
A rapid review of new publications can be 
obtained from a check of this publication. 
Dentistry is one of the divisions of the semi- 
annual index. 

A microfilm copy of any article in the 
original can be obtained. This service is free, 
except for the nominal postage charge of 
14 cents for a length of film containing up 
to fifty pages. Readers for the microfilm 
copy cost $3.75. 

Orders for the Current List of Medical 
Literature may be placed through Medicofilm 
Service, Army Medical Library, Washington, 


D. C. The domestic subscription rate is $5 
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per year. Microfilms are available through 
Photoduplication Service, Army Medical 
Library. 

It is hoped that the dental profession will 
find great use for this service.

MASSACHUSETTS STATE SOCIETY 
Deve.Lors Postwar Procram 


The Massachusetts Dental Society has 
announced preliminary results of a re- 
location survey of more than 2,500 
state dentists in an effort to aid in the 
reestablishment of dentists and dental 
personnel at the close of war. The first 
hundred replies indicate that one out of 
four dentists responding desires to en- 
gage the services of a returning dental 
officer, while four indicated plans to re- 
tire soon, with practices to be made 
available to returning veterans. 

Ninety-eight out of one hundred den- 
tists, the survey disclosed, offered their 
services to help locate dental officers and 
to serve on placement and counseling 
committees. More than forty-eight criti- 
cal areas needing dental personnel were 
disclosed by the study. 


OrEN OLIVER NAMED CHAIRMAN OF 
TENNESSEE Pusiic Councit 


Oren A. Oliver, Past President of the 
American Dental Association, was elected 
chairman of the Tennessee Public Health 
Council at the semi-annual meeting of 
that organization in Nashville Novem- 
ber 4. The council was organized in 
1935 to act as an advisory group to the 
state department of public health in 
the formulation of public health policies 
and to assist in making plans for the 
public health program to be conducted 
throughout Tennessee.

Returns To Stevens 


The: four-day Midwinter Meeting of 
the Chicago Dental Society will return 
to the Stevens Hotel after a three-year 
absence, February 12-15. The hotel was 
released by the Army last spring and 
most of its usual facilities will be avail- 
able for the meeting. 

Officials of the Chicago Dental So-

planned, but no announcement has yet 
been made on any social events.

MINNESOTA STATE SOCIETY 
Conpucts Postwar Stupy 


Preliminary results of a survey of the 
needs and desires of 470 dental officers 
have been released by the Minnesota 
State Dental Society as a part of its 
postwar planning program. The study, 
undertaken by the Association’s War 
Service Committee, had met with a re- 
sponse of 46 per cent at the time pre- 
liminary findings were announced. 

In reply to the question “If the op- 
portunity presented, would you choose 
to remain in the service?” 5 per cent in- 
dicated a willingness to do so, 90.6 per 
cent did not and 4.4 per cent were un- 
certain. In the matter of location in 
the postwar period, 69 per cent said that 
they would return to their old locations ; 
22 per cent said that they would seek 
new ones, while 9 per cent were uncer- 
tain. Seventy-three per cent of those 
responding to the questionnaire stated 
that they had their dental equipment, 
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but 83 per cent indicated that additional 
equipment would be needed by them to 
begin practice. 

The following results were tabulated 
in reply to a question about desir- 
ability of refresher courses in certain 
dental subjects: prosthesis, 156; crown 
and bridge, 133; surgery, 126; prac- 
tice management, 110; operative dentis- 
try, 84; children’s dentistry, 77; ortho- 


dontics, 77; periodontia, 69; oral diag- - 


nosis, 67; radiodontia, 61; no prefer- 
ence, 17. 

The responding dental officers voted 
86 per cent in favor of continuing in 
private practice; 7 per cent indicated 
a desire for clinic practice, 4 per cent for 
both types and 3 per cent uncertain. 

The Minnesota State Dental Society 
has also concluded a postwar location sur- 
vey designed to aid in the distribution 
of dentists in the state so that dental 
care can be made available to all of the 
people in Minnesota. The preliminary 
studies were made in consultation with 
R. L. Kozelka, dean of the School of 
Business Administration, University of 
Minnesota. 


StaTeE DENTAL DIRECTORS IN 
INDIANA AND CALIFORNIA RESIGN 


M. I. Scott, dental health director of 
the state of California, resigned his posi- 
tion with the California State Depart- 
ment of Health November 1 to enter 
private practice. 

D. N. Stiefler, who has served as state 
dental director of Indiana since the en- 
try of Robert L. Peden into military 
service, has also resigned his post, to ac- 
cept a reserve commission with the U. S.

FEDERAL Court FINEs 
Mai Orper DENTURE Firm 


Officials of the U. S. Dental Company, 
Chicago, a mail order denture firm, were 
fined $3,000 November 21 for violation 
of the Traynor Act, which forbids use 
of the mails to illegal mail order denture 
practices. Judge John P. Barnes, of the 
Federal Court, imposed fines of $1,000 
each on Voyle Clark Johnson, attorney ; 
his wife, Margaret, and Mary E. Lay- 
ton. Johnson, a former assistant state’s 
attorney in Illinois, said he would ap- 
peal. The case is the first test of the 
law, which was enacted in 1942.

FLuoRINE EXPERIMENT PLANNED 
FoR GRAND Rapips, Micu. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., has been chosen 
for a carefully controlled experiment in 
dental caries under the auspices of the 
Michigan Department of Health, the 
U. S. Public Health Service and the 
University of Michigan School of Den- 
tistry. The experiment will include the 
addition of 1 part per million of ‘sodium 
fluoride to a municipal water supply 
artificially to determine whether a reduc- 
tion can be made in dental caries. A 
careful clinical and bacterial examina- 
tion of the saliva of Grand Rapids school 
children will first be made to establish a 
base line before the fluoride is put in the 
water. According to William DeKleine, 
state health commissioner, it is now gen- 
erally accepted that the number of Lac- 
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tobacillus acidophilus organisms found 
in the saliva is also an accurate diag- 
nostic index of the activity of dental 
caries in that mouth. Areas having fluor- 
ine naturally in the municipal water 
have a much lower bacterial count. This 
study stems from the belief. that the 
mottled enamel occurring in certain areas 
of the country is caused by fluorine in 
the drinking water and mottling is 
caused only when the crowns of the 
teeth are forming. Investigation showed 
much less dental caries in these areas 
than where there is no fluorine or only 
a trace in the drinking water. Further 
studies showed that, in areas having from 
0.5 to 1 part per million of fluorine in 
the municipal water supply, there was 
a 50 to 60 per cent reduction in dental 
caries, and yet this amount was not suf- 
ficient to cause disfiguring enamel. 
Studies have been carried out in various 
sections of the country. The plan to add 
the fluoride to the Grand Rapids water 
supply was approved by the city com- 
mission July 31. The city was selected 
because it has a stable population, an 
item to be considered in an experiment 
to be continued over a number of years. 


A.P.H.A. to Hotp 1945 
ANNUAL MEETING IN CHICAGO 


The executive board of the American 
Public Health Association has announced 
that the third wartime conference and 
the 74th annual meeting will be held in 
Chicago, September 17-23, with head- 
quarters in the Hotel Stevens. The re- 
lated organizations that will also meet 
at that time include the American 
School Health Association and the con- 
ferences of State and Municipal Public 
Health Engineers, of Public Health 
Nursing Directors, of Professors of Pre- 
ventive Medicine, of State and Provin- 
cial Public Health Laboratory Directors, 
of State Directors of Public Health Edu- 
cation and of Industrial Health Con- 


sultants. 
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The outlines of a national program for 
medical care, designed to make “avail- 
able to the entire population all essential 
preventive, diagnostic and curative serv- 
ices,” including “essential dental serv- 
ices,” were adopted by the Governing 
Council of the American Public Health 
Association at its annual meeting in New 
York, N. Y., October 4. The program, 
which embodies the basic principles of 
the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill now 
pending before the Senate, was projected 
to fill the needs “of a large portion of 
the population” that now “receives in- 
sufficient and inadequate medical care.” 


The program was prepared by a sub- 
committee of the association* and re- 
vised by the Committee on Administra- 
tive Practice. Attempts to postpone ac- 
tion on the program were voted upon, 
and the report was adopted by the gov- 
erning council by a vote of 49 to 14. 
By this action of the council, ruling 
body of the organization, the revised re- 
port was accepted as the official policy 
of the American Public Health Associa- 
tion. 


The complete text of the report ‘fol- 
lows : 


A. THE NEEDS.—Il. A large portion of the 
population receives insufficient and inadequate 
medical care, chiefly because persons are un- 
able to pay the costs of services on an individ- 
ual payment basis when they are needed, or 
because the services are not available. 


II. There are extensive deficiencies in the 
physical facilities needed to provide reason- 
ably adequate services. Such facilities in-

clude hospitals, health centers and labora- 
tories. The needs are most acute in poor 
communities, in rural areas and in urban areas 
where the population has increased rapidly or 
where the development of facilities has been 
haphazard or the financial support inadequate. 

III. There are extensive deficiencies in the 
numbers and the distribution of personnel 
needed to provide the services. Here again 
the needs vary according to types of personnel 
and to types of communities. 

IV. There are extensive deficiencies in the 
number and types of personnel qualified to 
administer facilities and services. 

V. Many communities still are not served 
by public health departments; others inade- 
quately maintain such departments. Thus, 
some communities have never utilized or- 
ganized health work to reduce the burden of 
illness and others share its benefits only in 
part. In these communities especially, peo- 
ple lack information on the benefits of mod- 
ern medical care. 

VI. Expansion of scientific research is ur- 
gently needed. Despite past and current 
scientific advances, knowledge as to the pre- 
vention, control or cure of many diseases is 
lacking. 

Each of the six conditions defined above 
can be broken down into many component 
parts representing specific needs. In general, 
however, solutions of these broad problems 
require simultaneous attack on four fronts: 
namely, the distribution of costs, construction 
of facilities, training of personnel and expan- 
sion of knowledge. 


THE OBJECTIVES.—1. A national pro- 
gram for medical care should make available 
to the entire population all essential pre- 
ventive, diagnostic and curative services. 

II. Such a program should insure that 
the services provided be of the highest stand- 
ard and that they be rendered under condi- 
tions satisfactory both to the public and to 
the professions. 

III. Such a program should include the 
constant evaluation of practices and the ex- 
tension of scientific knowledge. 


C. RECOMMENDATIONS.—The recommenda- 
tions presented in this report represent guides 
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to the formulation of a policy for action. It 
is believed that study of these recommenda- 
tions by the professions and others concerned 
in the states and localities will produce new 
and more specific recommendations for the 
attainment of the objectives of a national 
health program. 


Recommendation I. The Services 


a. A national plan should aim to provide 
comprehensive services for all the people in 
all areas of the country. In light of present 
day knowledge, the services should include 
hospital care, the services of physicians (gen- 
eral practitioners and specialists), supple- 
mentary laboratory and diagnostic services, 
nursing care, essential dental services, and 
prescribed medicine and appliances. These 
details of content must remain subject to 
alteration according to changes in knowledge, 
practices and organization of services. 

Because of inadequacies in personnel and 
facilities, this goal cannot be attained at once, 
but it should be attained within ten years. 
At the outset, as many of the services as 
possible should be provided for the nation as 
a whole having regard for resources in per- 
sonnel and facilities in local areas. The scope 
of service should then be extended as rapidly 
as possible, accelerated by provisions to insure 
the training of needed personnel and the 
development of facilities and organizations. 


b. It is imperative that the plan include 
and emphasize the provision of preventive 


services for the whole population. Such serv- 
ices include maternity and child hygiene, 
school health services, control of communica- 
ble diseases, special provisions for tubercu- 
losis, venereal diseases and other preventable 
diseases, laboratory diagnosis, nutrition, health 
education, vital records and other accepted 
functions of public health agencies, which 
are now provided for a part of the population. 

c. So far as may be consistent with the re- 
quirements of a national plan, states and 
communities should have wide latitude in 
adapting their services and methods of ad- 
ministration to local needs and conditions. 
Recommendation II. Financing the Services 

a. Services should be adequately and se- 
curely financed through social insurance sup- 
plemented by general taxation, or by general 
taxation alone. Financing through social in- 
surance alone would result in the exclusion of 
certain economic groups and might possibly 
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exclude certain occupational segments of the 
population. 

b. The services should be financed on a 
nationwide basis in accordance with ability to 
pay, with federal and state participation and 
under conditions which will permit the fed- 
eral government ‘to equalize the burdens of 
cost among the states. 


Recommendation III. Organization and Ad- 
ministration of Services 

a. A single responsible agency is a funda- 
mental requisite to effective administration 
at all levels—federal, state and local. The 
public health agencies — federal, state and 
local—should carry major responsibilities in 
administering the health services of the fu- 
ture. Because of administrative experience 
and accustomed responsibility for a public 
trust, they are uniquely fitted among public 
agencies to assume larger responsibilities and 
to discharge their duties to the public with 
integrity and skill. The existing public health 
agencies, as now constituted, may not be 
ready and may not be suitably constituted 
and organized, in all cases, to assume all of 
the administrative tasks implicit in an ex- 
panded national health service. Public health 
officials, however, should be planning to dis- 
charge these larger responsibilities and should 
be training themselves and their staffs. This 
preparation should be undertaken now be- 
cause, when the public comes to consider 
where administrative responsibilities shall be 
lodged, it will be influenced in large measure 
by the readiness for such duties displayed by 
public health officers and by the initiative 
they have taken in fitting themselves for the 
task. 

b. The agency authorized to administer 
such a program should have the advice and 
counsel of a body representing the professions, 
other sources of services and the recipients of 
services. 


c. Private practitioners in each local ad- 
ministrative area should be paid according to 
the method they prefer, i.e., fee-for-service, 
capitation, salary or any combination of 
these. None of the methods is perfect; but 
attention is called to the fact that fee-for- 
service alone is not well adapted to a system 
of wide coverage. 

d. The principle of free choice should be 
preserved to the population and the profes- 
sions. 
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e. State departments of health and other 
health agencies are urged to initiate studies 
to determine the logical and practical ad- 
ministrative areas for a national medical care 
plan. 


Recommendation IV. Physical Facilities 

a. Preceding, or accompanying, the develop- 
ment of a plan to finance and administer serv- 
ices, a program should be developed for the 
construction of needed hospitals, health cen- 
ters and related facilities, including moderni- 
zation and expansion of existing structures. 
This program should be based on federal aid 
to the states and allow for participation by 
voluntary as well as public agencies, with 
suitable controls to insure the economical and 
communitywide use of public funds. The de- 
sirability of combining hospital facilities with 
the housing of physicians’ offices, clinics and 
health departments should be stressed. 

b. Federal aid to the states should be given 
on a variable matching basis in accordance 
with the economic status of each state. 

c. Because of its record of experience and 
accomplishment in this field, the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service should administer the con- 
struction program at the federal level, in 
cooperation with the federal agencies re- 
sponsible for health services and construction. 

d. Funds available under this program 
should be granted only if: 

(1) The state administrative agency has 
surveyed the needs of the state for hospitals, 
health centers and related facilities and has 
drawn up a master plan for the development 
of the needed facilities (taking account of 
facilities in adjacent states); or, in the ab- 
sence of a state plan, the project is consistent 
with surveys of construction needs made by 
the U. S. Public Health Service. 

(2) The proposed individual project is con- 
sistent with the master plan for the state; its 
architectural and engineering plans and speci- 
fications have been approved by the state 
agency and/or the U. S. Public Health Serv- 
ice, and there is reasonable assurance of 
support and maintenance of the project, in 
accordance with adequate standards. 

e. State health departments are urged to 
conduct studies to develop state plans for the 
construction of needed hospitals, health cen- 
ters and related facilities. Such studies should 
be made in cooperation with official health 
agencies, with state hospital associations and 
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other groups having special knowledge or in- 
terests. 


Recommendation V. Coordination and Or- 

ganization of Official Health Agencies 

a. The activities of the multiple national, 
state and local health agencies should be 
coordinated with the services provided by a 
national program. There is no functional or 
administrative justification for dividing hu- 
man beings or illnesses into many categories to 
be dealt with by numerous independent ad- 
ministrations. It is difficult to reorganize 
agencies or to combine activities, and this 
cannot be accomplished hurriedly. Therefore, 
studies and conferences should be undertaken 
without delay at the federal level and in 
those states and communities where the health 
structure is already unnecessarily complex. 

b. The federal and state governments 
should provide increased grants for the ex- 
tension of adequate public health organization 
to all areas in all states. Increased federal 
grants should be made conditional upon the 
requirement that public health services of at 
least a specified minimum content shall be 
available in all areas of the state. 


Recommendation VI. Training and Distribu- 
tion of Service Personnel 

a. Within the resources of the program, 
financial provisions should be made to assist 
qualified professional and technical personnel 
in obtaining postgraduate education and 
training. 

b. The plan should provide for the study 
of more effective use of auxiliary personnel 
(such as dental hygienists, nursing aides and 
technicians) and should furnish financial as- 
sistance for their training and utilization. 

c. Professional and financial stimuli should 
be devised to encourage physicians, dentists, 
nurses and others to practice in rural areas. 
Plans to encourage the rational distribution 
of personnel, especially physicians, should be 
developed as quickly as possible in view of 
the coming demobilization of the armed forces. 
Such plans should be integrated with the 
whole scheme of services and the establish- 
ment of more adequate physical facilities. 


Recommendation VII. Education and Train- 
ing of Administrative Personnel 
a. Education and training of administrative 
personnel should be encouraged, financially 
and technically, especially for those who may 
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serve as administrators of the medical care 
program, for hospital and health center ad- 
ministrators and for nursing supervisors. 

b. State health departments should utilize 
training funds that are now available to train 
personnel in such technics as administration 
of health and medical services, and hospitals. 
Such a training program may contribute more 
than any other single activity to the future 
role of the official public health agency. As a 
corollary, the attention of schools of public 
health is directed to the importance of estab- 
lishing the necessary training courses. 
Recommendation VIII. Expansion of Re- 

search 

a. Increased funds should be made avail- 
able to the U. S. Public Health Service, to 
other agencies of government (federal, state 
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and local) and for grants-in-aid to nonprofit 
institutions for basic laboratory and clinical 
research and for administrative studies and 
demonstrations designed to improve the qual- 
ity and lessen the cost of services. 

b. The research agencies and those re- 
sponsible for making grants-in-aid should be . 
assisted by competent professional advisory 
bodies to insure the wise and efficient use of 
public funds. 

The American Public Health Association 
through its national organization and its con- 
stituent societies stands ready to collaborate 
with the various professional. bodies and civic 
organizations who may be concerned with 
either the provision or receipt of medical serv- 
ice with a view to implementing the foregoing 
general principles. 


Senator Murray Urges Study of Adult Dental Programs 
and Earmarking of Dental Funds in Chicago Address 


Senator James E. Murray, Montana, 
in an address before the Assembly on 
Dental Health Economics, held in Chi- 
cago under the joint auspices of the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society November 15, 
urged the development of plans “to give 
at least a minimum of care to adults, 
with additional services provided as ac- 
cumulated dental neglect is gradually 
cared for.’ Senator Murray, who is one 
of the authors of the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill, said that “if increasing funds 
are actually appropriated (under present 
provisions of the Social Security Act), 
some of them should be earmarked for 
dental services.” 

Senator Murray was the final speaker 
on an all-day program devoted to an 
examination of dental socio-economic 
problems. Those taking part in the As- 
sembly were: Lloyd Dodd, Mr. Melvin 
Dollar, Lon W. Morrey, J. M. Wisan, 
Allen O. Gruebbel, Don Gullett and 
Senator Murray. 

Excerpts from Senator Murray’s ad- 
dress follow : 


. My active interest in broad health 
problems began in 1939 when I served as 
chairman of a committee conducting hearings 
on a Senate bill that proposed a national 
health program. At that time, one of the 
representatives of your national association 
was Dr. Oppice, who is on the platform here 
tonight. I became acutely aware of many. 
health needs of the American people, includ- 
ing in no minor way their dental - health 
needs. Later, in 1941, as many of you will 
remember, I sponsored a bill, recommended 
by the American Dental Association, which 
authorized a research program under the 
United States Public Health Service on the 
cause, diagnosis and treatment of dental dis- 
eases. That bill passed the Senate, but un- 
fortunately it failed to pass in the House of 
Representatives. I have often deeply regretted 
that failure, especially when I think how 
much might already have been accomplished, 
even in these war years, if at least a begin- 
ning had been made toward laying a strong 
foundation for a dental research program. 
However, we cannot afford to spend much 
time over our past failures. We need to profit 
from experience and to get on with the job 
that is begging to be done. It is my under- 
standing that a new bill to advance dental 
research in conjunction with the United 
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States Public Health Service will soon be pro- 
posed. In keeping with the importance that 1] 
have always attached to: dental research, I 
will, you ‘may’ be sure, give this proposal 
every possible consideration: . . 

. .. Dental illness is the most prevalent of 
all illnesses; it is also the kind of illness in 
which there is the greatest neglect.. When the 
teeth are neglected, the costs of dental care 
and repair are high; but preventive costs, as 
you know, are comparatively low. We have to 
figure out a way to get the people to the den- 
tist sooner and more regularly. We must also 
find means of having an adequate supply of 
qualified professional personnel and. of getting 
that personnel into many communities where 
dental service is not available. We have to 
work out a plan to enable people to pay for 
the high quality service they need and want, 
and which the dental profession wants to give 
them. 

This approach through the economic and 
financial aspect of the subject may not be the 


one to which you are accustomed; it may not- 


be the one you would have chosen. But as 
you participate with the public and its repre- 
sentatives in tackling the problems, I am con- 
fident that you will find ways to assure that 
sound policies are followed in combining the 
professional and the public interests, .. . 
You and I know how inadequate even a 
million dollars a year is to meet dental health 
activities of the kinds carried on by public 
health agencies. A little further improvement 
is, I believe, on the way from more recent 
legislation under which Congress increased 
from $11,000,000 to $20,000,000 the amount 
authorized to be appropriated for public 
health grants to the states. If the increased 
funds are actually appropriated, some of them 
should be earmarked for dental health serv- 
ices. But even this would be only another 
drop in the bucket. We ordinarily spend be- 
tween $300,000,000 and $500,000,000 a year 
for dental services. If we want to achieve sub- 
stantial improvement in dental health services 
for 135 million people, the increased expendi- 
tures will have to be measured in the hundreds 
of millions, not in the millions. The public will 
be ready to pay, and our economy can well af- 
ford such additional investment in health. . . . 
These barriers against the provision of den- 
tal. care have created a tremendous backlog 
of accumulated dental neglect. Various studies 
of dental needs versus dental manpower in- 
dicate that the needs already accumulated, 


plus those to be expected in a year, would 
require more than 600 million dentist-hours, 
or about five times as much dentist-time as 
we ordinarily have. Obviously, no one ex- 
pects that any such gigantic task could be 
accomplished in any short space of time. The 
problem cannot be solved by legislative: fiat. 
It cannot be solved by money—however gen- 
erously appropriated. On facing this situa- 
tion, at least part of the answer is obvious: 
Unless most of the accumulated dental neglect 
is to be “written off,’ there will have to be 
more personnel of appropriate kinds. But, I 
hasten to add, establishing additional dental 
schools, training more dental hygienists, pro- 
viding for dental assistants or other auxiliary 
personnel will be of little avail unless there 
is an orderly and assured method of paying 
for their services. 

In the face of these problems, we must ask 
ourselves: What are the answers? Fortu- 
nately, we do not have far to look in order to 
find signposts. The American Dental Associa- 
tion, just one month ago in this city, adopted 
a statement of principles, entitled “Dental 
Health for the American People,” in which it 
proposed a four-point dental health pro- 
gram.... 

In this connection, and while compliment- 
ing the Association and the profession on its 
forward-looking position, I want to sound a 
word of caution. The statement of principles 
properly urges prevention and control of den- 
tal diseases, and places emphasis on the prior- 
ity which should be given to the needs of 
children in allocating limited resources for 
dental care. Nor does the adopted statement 
fail to give equal emphasis to the most acute 
needs of adults—treatment to eliminate pain 
and infection for adults. I fear it would be 
a mistake, however, if anyone should mini- 
mize or ignore the additional dental needs of 
adults. We cannot expect the American 
people to be satisfied with any decision that 
the mouths of the adult public are beyond 
repair, or that they cannot get more repara- 
tive service even if they are willing to pay 
for it. I believe we owe it to the adults of 
this country to give them every measure of 
assistance that is possible in obtaining more 
and better dental care than they now receive 
and at a price they can afford to pay. After 
all, they will pay—through insurance or taxa- 
tion—for any program that is introduced. 
They want dental care for themselves as well 
as for their children.
